CIRCUIT ATTORNEY 
SAYS TAX INQUIRY 
SNOT UP TO HIM 


Harvey, When . About 
Post-Dispatch Statements on 
Assessments, Makes Excuses. 


SAYS BOARD HAS POWER 


Thinks Equalization Officials, 
Who Meet in March, Alone Can 
Get Perjury Evidence. 


Circuit Attorney Thomas B. Harvey, 
in an interview with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, held out no hope of a grand 
jury investigation of tax dodging in S: 
Louis to compel the owners of personal 


property to make truthful returns to 
the Assessor. 


It was shown by the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday, by a comparison of the in- 
ventories of 49 estates with the tax re- 
turns, that approximately nine-tenths 
of the personal property in St. Louis es- 
capes taxation, and that the city loses 
millions of dollars in revenue every year 
because the tax laws are not enforced. 

The Cfreuit Attorney not only indi- 
cated his unwillingness to institute a 
tax-dodging inquiry, but gave numerous 
excuses for not starting such an investi- 
gation. 

“The Board of Equalization,” Harvey 
said, is the proper authority to con- 
duct an inquiry into tax dodging to de- 
termine whether proper returns are 
made and whether the laws have beer 
violated. 

“The board has the power to summon 
taxpayers before it, examine them under 
oath and to compel the production of 
books and papers. If it finds that the 
property owner has not made a truth- 
ful return it can make the proper as- 
sessment and at the same time supply 
the grand jury with the evidence which 
would be necessary before an indictment 
could be returned. 

Why He Opposes Inquiry. 

“The object of a grand jury investiga- 
tion would be, riecesarily, to return in- 
dictments for perjury for making false 
affidavits to tax returns. It would be 
almost impossible to get evidence of tax - 
dodging upen which to base an indict- 


ment except from the property owner 


Himself. If the property owner should 
be called before the grand jury, he 
could not be compelled to testify against 
himself. It he should testify, he would 
render himself immune to indictment. 
We could not compel him to produee his 
books and papers to get evidence upon 
which to indict him. 

“The owner of personal property is 
usually the only person who has know!l- 
edge of what property he owns, and 
where it is. It would be very difficult 
to find witnesses, in a city like St. 
Louis, who could testify truthfully as to 
what property a certain man owned at 
a specific time. The grand jury might 
cal] in the banker, and the banker 
might be able to show that John Smith 
had $50,000 or $100,000 in the bank June 1, 
the date fixed by law for the taxation of 
property. 

The tax return made by John Smith. 
as of June 1, might show that he re- 
turned much less than $50,000 or $100,000 
for taxation. That would appear to 
make a prima facie case of tax-dodging. 
But would it? John Smith might be able 
to show that he had merely accumulat- 
ed this money during the preceding 
month to pay off his bills; that he owed 
the money, and that it did not really be- 
long to him. Or, it might have been 
money borrowed by him for his bus! 
ness, and represent merely his credit at 
the bank. 

“Would anybody hold, under such cir- 
cumstances, that John Smith could be 
indicted for tax-dodging? I do not think 
that a case could be made against him. 

Injustices in Tax Laws. 

“There are so many injustices in the 
tax laws themselves that an investiga- 
tion would be very difficult. The law 
provides, for instance, that deeds of 
trust are taxable. Suppose the owner 
of a piece of property borrows $10,000 
upon it on a deed of trust, and that he 
happens to have the borrowed money

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THAW IS FIRST 


WITNESS IN TRIAL 
TO TEST SANITY 


He Is Put to Test of Memory in 
Recalling Escape and Sub- 
sequent Events. 


EXAMINATION IS BRIEF 


Jurymen in Former Thaw Cases 
Testify He Acted Sanely 
' at Those Trials. 


NEW YORK, June 2.—Harry K. Thaw 
took the stand today as the first witness 
in the trial before a jury to determine 
his sanity. 


John B. Stanchfield in opening Thaw’s 
case, told the jury the main question at 
issue was whether Thaw is sane at pres- 
ént and whether his liberty would be a 
menace to society. 

John B. Stanchfield, attorney for 
Thaw, questioned him in a low voice and 
Thaw answered in equally modulated 
tones. 

“When you left Matteawan, did you 
believe you had recovered your sanity?” 
Thaw was asked. I believed I was 
sane,’’ said the witness. 

“Physicians had told you so?“ 
had.“ 

Thaw was taken over the history of 
his escape to Canada and his subsequent 
movements. 

“You formed acquaintances at various 
places where you stopped?” “I was very 
fortunate in forming acquaintances,” 
was the reply. 

Stanchfield asked the witness to give 
names, dates and places in great detail 
and this Thaw did, without hesitation. 


Describes Sanity Inquiry. 
Thaw was asked to tell of the exam- 


ination of his sanity made in Manchester 
by the Federal Commission in connec- 
tion with the proceedings to extradite 
him to New York. He named the mem- 
bers of the commission and told how 
it came to be appointed. The physicians 
representing a Pittsburg bank had also 
come to see him in Manchester, said 
Thaw. 

But I did not allow them much of 
an examination,“ he added. 

“This Pittsburg bank honored your 
check, did it not?“ Les, and the banks 
in New Hampshire, Canada and else- 
whére,” #414 thé Witness. 

Stanchfield then turned the witness 
over to the State’s Attorney, but Deputy 
Attorney-General Cook announced he 
would not cross-examine at this time. 
Thaw was then excused and with grave 
demeanor returned to. his seat at the 
counsel table. 

Former Juror a Witness. 

John E. Blackburn, one of the jurors 
who acquitted Thaw of conspiracy to 
escape from Matteawan, the next wit- 
ness, said that Thaw's action on the 
stand and in the courtroom during that 
proceeding seemed to be those of a 
rational man. 

John H. Holbert, a member of the 
jury that acquitted Thaw at his second 
murder ‘trial, testified that the verdict 
was given on the ground that Thaw 
was insane at the time of the act. At 
the time of the trial Thaw’s demeanor 
impressed him as that of a rational 
man, he said. 

The State’s Attorney then read to the 
witness a rambling note which he said 
was one that Thaw had written and 
passed to his counsel during the trial. 

Does that change your opinion?” It 
does not.“ replied the witness who then 
Was excused. 

Thaw, during this examination, was 
busily writing notes. 

Before Thaw was permitted to testify 
Deputy Attorney-General Cook asked 
to be heard on behalf ef the State. Cook 
declared the State had no interest in 
the case other than as to whether Thaw 
was insane and a menace to society. 

We will show you that he is suffer- 
ing from incurable insanity,“ said the 
State’s Attorney. 

Cook declared he would show by 
Thaw's mother that she was suffering 
from nervous prostration when he was 
born.“ 

This fact, said the attorney, had af - 
fected Thaw all his life. Thaw’s para- 
rola was in evidence throughout his 
youth, he asserted. 

The unwritten law, sald the attorney, 
was a subject that needed to be dis- 
cussed in connection with the case inas- 
much as it figured in the trial at which 
Thaw was acquitted of the murder of 
Stanford White, but the question before 
this present jury was whether Thaw 
was now in normal mental condition. 

’ Stanchfleld then reviewed the history 
of the Thaw case, going into consider- 
able detail regarding Thaw’s marriage 
to Evelyn Nesbit and her relations with

Coming to Thaw’s second trial, the at- 
torney read to the jury the argument of 
William Travers Jerome, Thaw's prose- 
which Jerome denounced 
Stanford White and said that if the 
issue to be tried was that Sanford White 
deserved his fate, there might not be a 
trial. 

Stanchfield quoted Jerome as saying 
also that no one pretends that Thaw 
is insane as he now sits in court.“ 

The attorney then read to the fury 
the finding of the commission which 
found Thaw sane during his first trial 
in 1907, when the jury disagreed. Thaw's 
defense then and at the second trial 
was temporary insanity and this was 
the verdict of the jury at the second 
trial, said the lawyer. 

“If necessary, I will produce the mem- 
ders of that jury. who will testify that 
they believed Thaw sane at the time 
they rendered the verdict.“ he said.

Russian Troops Captured Lemberg 
10 Months Ago. 

Lemberg, capital of Galicia, was oc- 
cupied by the Russians on Sept. 2, 1914, 
about one month after the outbreak of 
hostilities, in the course of the early 
Russian drive into Austria. It has, 
therefore, been in Russian control for 
over ten months. 

For the last 20 days, since the Austro- 
Germans took Przemysl from the forces 
of Emperor Nicholas, it has been the 
objective of a series of fierce and con- 
centrated attacks on the part of the 
Teutonic allies. Their success will have 
a far-reaching political effect, as the 
driving out of the Russians from Galicia 
is counted upon in Berlin to help main- 
tain the status quo in the Balkans. 

The capture of Lemberg was one of 
the earliest important successes of the 
Russians. Following it they pushed on- 
ward rapidly through Galicia. The high- 
water mark of the invasion found almost 
all the province in their hands. They 
approached within striking distance of 
Cracow, at the western end of the 
province, close to the German frontier: 
stormed the heights and passes of the 
Carpathian Mountains, which separate 
Galicia from Hungary and to the east, 
swept down through the crown land of 
Bukowina to the Rumanian frontier. 

Vast Expenditere of Ammunition. 

All this has been changed by the 
steady succession of Austro-German vie- 
tories of the last few weeks. The change 
began with the launching of the great 
drive from Cracow eastward. Great 
numbers of German troops were sent in 
to assist the Austrians, as well as a 
vast amount of field artillery.

HIS map, taken from the Paris 
T Temps, shows a sketch of the fa- 
mous Labyrinth,“ the strongest 
German fortification the French have 
encountered in their advance on Lens, 
north of Arras, and around which ter- 
rific fighting raged, from May do to June 
19, when it fell. The sketch is based on 


the reports and sketches of French 
aviators, together with those of 
French engineers who already have 
mined their way about half way 
through the vast work. 


The square mile or more of fortift- 
cations is one enormous warren of 
trenches, intersecting at all angles, 


covered communication burrows and 
concrete bombproofs. At almost every 
angle was a cunningly-hidden mechine 
gun to sweep the trench each way, 
and the circles shown were armored 
cupolas where field pieces and howit- 
zers were mounted. In the whole work 
there are probably several miles of 
trenches.

I noticed that only one of the prison- 
ers, a Sergeant, wore a helmet, and 
that even that was then stripped of its 
brass arms and spike. All others were 
wearing scariet-banded, visorless fa- 
tigue caps. Upon inquiring the reason 
for the absence of the traditional Ger- 
man. headgear I was informed that the 
German Government not only has 
ceased to issue new helmets, but is call- 
ing in great quantities of those in use 
and is utilizing for shells the brass 
with which they are so heavily trimmed 
and ornamented. 

We left the car and mounted mules 
for the ascent to the summit of the 
Vosges. 

Reaching the summit, we debouched 
from a dense pine forest onto a wind- 
swept moor.

At one post a French soldier was busi- 
ly engaged with a chisel and hammer 
cutting away the D.“

A topographical officer, who had as- 
sumed direction of the expedition, mo- 
tioned me to come forward to a screen 
of bushes which bordered the edge of 
the cliff. 

Sees “Heavy Fighting on the Fecht.” 

Cautiously I peered through the open- 
ing branches. On the mountain slope 
below, almost at our feet, stretched, as 
far as the eye could see, two yellow, 
undulating ridges. In places, owing to 
the configuration of the land, they were 
as much as 1000 yards apart; in others 
less than thirty. The higher ridge 
marked the line of the French position; 
the other was the earthworks of the 
Germans. From them came an incessant 
crackle and sputter, which sounds like 
fire in a forest, but is really musketry. 
French batteries cunningly concealed in 
the edge of the forest were crashing 
steadily, methodically and were being 
answered by German batteries half a 
dozen miles away on the opposite moun- 
tain slope. They were not firing at each 
other but at the infantry positions. 
Puffs of white smoke and jets of brown 
earth, which suddenly appeared every 
few seconds along the lines of trenches, 
proved how accurate was both the 
French and the German fire. 

We were watching as though on a 
moving picture screen what the French 
communiques described next day as 
“heavy fighting on the Fecht.“ 

Occasionally from the French position 
below us would rise from the dull mon- 
otone of musketry and field guns the 
shrill ciatter of the quick firer. Rat-tat-

The Germans 
furthermore endeavored to deliver 
new counter attacks, one near the 
Neuville cemetery and the other in 
the direction of the ‘labyrinth.’ Hach 
was completely repulsed. 

“To the west of the Argonne, not 
far from the road running from 
Binarville to Vienne-le-Chateau, the 
fighting is going on in the German 
trenches, hand grenades being used. 
On the remainder of the front in the 
Argonne, the Germans have expended 
a vast amount of ammunition, but 
without delivering any infantry at- 
tack, 

“On the heights of the Meuse, at 
Calonne, we yesterday evening re- 
conquered a further section of the 
second German line. 

“In the Vosges, at Fontenelle, in 
the region of Ban-de-Sapt, the enemy 
yesterday evening, after having 
thrown nearly 4000 shells in a few 
hours against one of our works, ad- 
vanced along a front of 200 yards 
and succeeded in gaining a footing. 
At the same time an attack upon 
neighboring trenches was delivered. 
This German offensive was immedi- 
ately checked by a French counter- 
attack led with great brilliancy. We 
captured almost all the lost ground.”

FRENCH CAPTURED 
THE “LABYRINTH 


— 


Desperate Three Weeks of Fight- 
ing for German Position De- 
scribed by Observer. 


PARIS, June 23.—The fighting from 
May 80 to June 19, resulting in the con- 
quest by the French of the system of 
works and treriches, which the soldiers 
call “in the labyrinth,” is described in 
a dispatch from an official observer at 
the front. The “labyrinth,” lying be- 
tween Neuville St. Vaast and Ecurie. 
formed a salient of the German line and 
its position, a strong one, was greatly 
reinforced from time to time. 

“French attacks on May 9 and days 
thereafter failed to modify the situa- 
tlon,“ the observer writes. “At the end 
of May the French decided to finish 
things and the order was given to take 
the labyrinth inch by inch. 

“This meant an operation of two prin- 
cipal phases, of different nature. It 
Was necessary, first, by well-prepared 
and vigorous assaults to get a footing in 
the enemy organization, and then to 
progress to the interior of the com- 
municating trenches by repulsing the 
enemy step by step. These two opera- 
tions lasted more than three weeks and 
vesulted in complete success. 

“The debouch must have been diffi- 
cult, as numerous German batteries, 
composed of 77-millimeter guns, the 150, 
210, 280 and even 30 millimeter guns 
concentrated their fire on us. They were 
stationed at Givenchy, at La Folie, at 
Thebus, at Farbus and.at Beaurains, 
south of Arras. 


Assaults Began May 30. 

Nevertheless, our men understood and 
prepared to do their duty. It was May 
80 that the assaults began, our regi- 
ments marching out from different 
points. Their ardor was admirable. 
“Everywhere, except on the right, we 
captured the first line. Behind this 
were a great number of barricades and 
fortlets. We took some of these, while 
others stopped us. One hundred and 
fifty prisoners, surprised in their holes 
by the furious charge of the French in- 
fantry, fell into our hands. 
“From this moment the war of the 
communicating trenches began. There 
were the trenches of Von Kluck, of 
Eulenburg and of the Salle des Fetes, 
without counting innumerable num- 
bered works, giving a feeling of un- 
heard-of difficulties which our troops 
had to overcome. 


“Without a stop from May 30 to 
June 17 they fought on this ground, 
full of big holes and filled with dead. 
The combat never ceased, either day 
or night. The attacking elements, 
constantly renewed, crushed the Ger- 
mans with hand grenades and de- 
molished their earth barricades. 


Not an Hour of Truce. 
“There was not an hour of truce 
nor an instant of repose. The men 
were under a sun so hot in the 
trenches that they fought barehead- 
ed and in their shirtsleeves. 

“On each of these bloody days there 
were acts of incomparable heroism. 
From three sides at a time we at- 
tained way where the Germans had 
dug, 10 meters under ground, formid- 
able shelters. The enemy’s artillery 
continued firing on our line without 
interruption. Our reserves suffered, 
for in this upturned earth, where 
every blow from the pickaxe would 
disinter a body, one can prepare but 
slowly the deep shelters which the 
situation demands. 

“We lost many men, but the morale 
of the others was unshaken. The men 
asked only one thing—to go forward 
and fight with grenades instead of 
waiting, gun in hand, the unceasing 
fall of shells. 

Germans Lost Whole Regiment. 
The fighting continued in the Elen- 
burg and other trenches daily, and ulti- 
mately the ‘labyrinth’ belonged to us. 
The Germans lost an entire regiment. 
We took a thousand prisoners. The rest 
were killed. A Bavarian regiment also 
was decimated. 

“Our losses were 2000 men, among 
whom many were slightly wounded. 
The resistance was as flerce as the 
attack. Despite the nature of the ground 
and the organized defences, which had 
been in preparation for seven months, 
the bomb- 
throwers and the quick-firers, we re- 
mained the victors.”

NEW YORK, June 2.—George Gor- 
don Moore, financier of St. Clair, Mich., 
who is in the city on his way home 
after spending some time at the battle 
front as the personal guest of Sir John 
French expressed the opinion today that 
German military efficiency had passed 
its zenith and that the morale of the 
Kaiser's troops in the West had been 
brokert 

„From this time on,“ he continued, 
“a gradual giving away of the German 
line is certain. Every step will be con- 
tested by the Germans, but the final 
result is inevitable. Basing their cal- 
culations on known military figures, the 
allied strategists are determined that 
King Albert shall celebrate Christmas, 
1915, in his own palace in Brussels. 

“The Englishman has been slow get- 
ting started, but—he will be just as 
slow to stop. It is only Americans who 
do not know and Germans—the wish is 
father to the thought—who are thinking 
of an early end to the war. The Brit- 
ish are prepared to devote what time 
is necessary to the job and they do 
rot expect on early success. 

Americans have failed to appreciate 
the real situation in England. Patriot- 
ism was not wanting. 

“The changed military tactics had 
made certain forms of artillery am- 
munition more important than men. 
The problem was that of business and 
financial organization, not that of a 
soldier. Lord Kitchener accomplished 
wonders in recruiting the present Brit- 
ish army, but as a soldier he was not 
trained to meet the new demand on his 
efforts. 

“Things were on the upgrade with- 
in 24 hours after Lloyd-George took 
charge of the munitions problem and 
in a very few weeks the supply will 
not only meet British demands, but 
England will be able to assist Russia.”’

U. S. MARINES ORDERED 10 HAITI 
TO RELIEVE FRENCH MARINES 


Foreigners Were Landed to Protect 
Property Without Knowledge 
of Government. 

WASHINGTON, June  23.—Imme- 
diately after yesterday’s cabinet 
meeting Secretary Daniels on instruc- 
tions from the President ordered Ad- 
miral Caperton to go with the cruiser 
Washington from Mexican waters to 
Haiti without delay and to land a 
force sufficient to take the place of 
the French marines who landed yes- 
terday and are now guarding the 
bank and cathedral. The Admiral 
has instructions to thank the French 
commander for protecting the prop- 
erty in the absence of the American 
marines and to advise him that furth- 
er help will not be needed.

They Could Smash Essen Into Bits, Says Noted 


British Writer—Cheaper Than to 
Risk One Battleship. 


LONDON, June 3.—H. Gd. Wells, one 
of the most widely read of English 


writers, argues today in an article in 
the Daily Express for increased activity 
of the British air forces to end the 
war. : 

The text of the article follows: 


BY H. G. WELLS. 

The way to end the war is to go 
through the air to the German rear and 
smash their munition factories, and it 
is open to us to take it when we choose 
for one perfectly’ simple reason. The 
German strain cannot produce aviators 
to compare one moment with French 
and English aviators. 

The German is careful, methodical and 
scientific. The quality of his emotional 
nature make his gregarious courage 
great. As that sort of a man his mil- 
itary virtues shine in massed attack and 
serve very well in the trenches, but are 
of no service for lonely, cold and hungry 
adventure in the air. 

On the ground the German can cost 
us man for man, man for man we can 
beat him in the air. It is in the air we 
should meet him; through the air our 
first blows should fall. 

We would clear him out of the air al- 
together if we had enough areoplanes 
now. That done, his wonderful artillery 
has become blind, his communications 
can be destroyed and his arsenals 
smashed up and advance upon the 
ground would be robbed of half of its 
difficulty. ‘ 

Every aviator we have in the air now 
is worth a hundred men saved from 
death below. : 

The present deficiency in aeroplanes 


is due to our absurd elective system, 
which throws all the power into the 
hands of lawyer politicians, whose in- 
stinct is for precedent and waiting ant 
seeing. Now we have waited and seen 
countless air attacks upon our eastern 
coast, and now Zeppelins actually have 
reached London. It may be the forensic 
mind is satisfied and we shall be per 
mitted to develop an aerial counter of. 
fensive. 

The aeroplane costs scarcely more 
than a shot from u big gun. It it is 
lost, it means only one or two lives 
It would be cheaper to launch 2000 aern- 
planes at Essen than risk one battle- 
ship. Two thousand aeroplanes could 
smash Essen to bits, and if we lost o 
thousand men in the air it would stil: 
be cheaper in money and lives than the 
victory of Neuve Chappelle. 

We want raids, daily raids, raids on 
a big scale into Germany. There has 
no doubt been great expansions of our 
air forces since the war began, but 
they are not enough. We probably have 
sorae thousands of aeroplanes now. We 
want tens of thousands. We want aero- 
planes going to and coming from Ger- 
many like ants about an ant hill; going 
each with two or three hundred pounds 
of high explosives and coming back 
empty. 

From now until the war ends there 
should be a daily service of destruction 
to Germany. It can be done more easily 
and cheaply than many things we have 
attempted since the war began. This 
could be working before September. 1“ 
is the easiest and cheapest way of bring-

AGAIN TOUNRAVEL 
CRIME MYSTERY 


This Time He Announces He 
Will Clear Up the Gravois 
Bank Robbery. 


The redoubtable Arizona Jack,“ or 
Jack Adkins, as he is known by his less 
intimate friends, again is having his lust 
for travel satisfied, this time at the 
expense of St. Louis County. 


“Arizona Jack,“ it seems, satisfies his 
weakness for travel by spending a con- 
siderable part of his time searching the 
country for crooks he always is about 
to turn up. 

Arriving among us at 8 o’clock this 
morning, he was bent on clearing up the 
mvstery of the Gravois Bank robbery, 


June 15. when about $000 was stolen in 


a daylight hold-up. 


“What Now, Jacek“ 

Wnat's up this time, Jack?“ was the 
hearty greeting from railroad men at 
Union. Station, when “Arizona Jack’’ 
arrived with Prosecuting Attorney Ca- 
ruthers of Cape Girardeau, Mo. He is 
widely known to railroad men and has 
a reputation of being exceedingly fond 
of travel and of telling of his experi- 
er.ces with bad men. 

“Arizona Jack’ is a slim, medium- 
sized man of about 40 years, with a de- 
cidedly slouchy walk and not much re- 
gard for dress. He has at times worked 
with a show depicting Western life, as 
employe for horsemen and as a mem- 
ber ot the Cape Girardeau police forc> 
He confided to Prosecutor Caruthers 
two days ago that he had important in- 
formation to give regarding the identity 
of the mep who robbed the Gravois 
Bank, and volunteered, if his expenses 
were paid, to come to St. Louis and teil 
what he knew. 

Information for Sheriff. 

It was reported that “Arizona Jack“ 
would give the Clayton Sheriff the 
names of two brothers who he believed 
robbed the bank. They had asked him 
to participate in the robbery, he said, 
and later postponed the event. He is 
said to have tcld that he came to St. 
‘Louis with them June 10 and looked over 
the ground at the bank.

Jack was at police headquarters. He 
‘didn’t mention the bank robbery plot 
then, but he ostensibly. was in search 
of his grandson, #verett Harrison, 6 
years old, who, he said, had been kid- 
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Man Arrested After Raid Says 
When Women Went to Stores 
He Was Unmolested. 


Harry Moore, 18-year-old daylight 
burglar, from whose home two was- 
onloads of loot were recovered in a 
police raid last night, told the re- 
porters at the Dayton Street Station 
today that he worked at his job of 
housebreaking on Mondays, Wednes- 
days and Fridays because he had 
found that women made it a custom 
of going. downtown those days at- 
tending bargain sales. 

He told of stealing a canary from 
its cage and carrying it away in a 
jewel box and of declining to help 
a man, whose apartment he had 
robbed, hunt for a policeman, and of 
answering the doorbell at another 
place when a huckster rang and 
telling him that no vegetables were 
wanted that day. 

The loot, taken from a score of 
homes in the last three or four 
months, consisted of clothing and 
jewelry and every sort of household 
article that could be carried away. 

Moore’s 17-year-old wife, Viola, 
who has a month-old baby, is held 
by the police. The members of Moore’s 
alleged gang under arrest are Gerald 
Terry, 18, 1346 Elliot avenue; Charles 
Hubert, 18, 1304 Webster avenue, and 
Charles Johnson, 19, 2704 Madison 
street. 

Assumes All Responsibility. 

Moore confessed, and by declaring that 
he committed all the robberies himself. 
tried to shield the others. Hubert, how 
ever, said that he and Moore robbe 
two houses yesterday afternoon, one 
near Sarah street and Page boulevari 
and the other near Sarah street and 
Evans avenue. From each place, Hubert 
said, they took a quantity of silver- 
ware. 


In the Moore home was found a 
jimmy weighing three pounds which had 
been fashioned from a blacksmith's 
rasp. Moore admitted that he had flat- 
tened and sharpened it and had used 
it to open windows. 


In the basement a hole had been dug 
and lined with brick. The police think 
it was the plan to bury the loot there 
until it could be disposed of. 


Raid Result of Tip. 

The raid was the result of a tip that 
had been received by the detectives 
that there was a “‘fence’’ at the Moore 
house. They did not feel justifed. how- 
ever, in making a raid until an inves- 
tigation of a burglary at the home of 
Fred Budder, 1721 Elliot avenue, about 
§ o’clock last night, led to the Moore 
home.

Five or six weeks ago, he said, he was 
out of work and had no money and de- 
cidei to go in for daylight burgiary 
only. 

He used a key whenever he could. If 
that would not work at the front door 
or the back door he went to the base- 
ment and used the jimmy, which he 
carried under his coat.

He “ooked out 
and saw that the caller was a huckster.

June 1. He would be taxed on the real 
estate, and also on the money which he 
had borrowed on his real estate if he re- 
ported it, and the holder of the deed 
of trust would also be taxed if he re- 
turned it. The result would be the own- 
er would have to pay a tax on the real 
estate, and also another tax on the bor- 
rowed money, and the owner of the 
deed of trust would have to pay a third 
tax—the three items of taxation being 
against the real estate and the paper 
against it. That would be a palpable in- 
justice. 

J read with interest the statement 
of Judge Divelbiss of Richmond, Mo.. 
that he had brought about large in- 
creases in personal assessments in his 
district by causing grand jury investiga. 
tions of tax dodging to be made, and 
that the personal property assessmen* 
in St. Louis could be increased $100,000,000 
by similar action here. 

“Conditions are entirely different in 
St. Louis and rural Missouri. In small 
towns and the country districts what a 
man owns is generally a matter of com- 
mon knowledge. If one man takes a 
deed of trust on his neighbor’s property. 
everybody in the neighborhood knows 
that. The means of concealing wealth 
are not such as they are in the city. 
A man here may buy bonds in New 
York and have them deposited there for 
safe keeping, or he may have pledged 
his bonds outside of this State to secure 
loans, in which event they would not he 
taxable here. 

“A grand jury would have great diffi- 
culty in finding out such facts. Be- 
sides, taxable personal property is 80 
readily convertible that while it might 
appear that a man owned a great dea: 
of such property in December, he might 
not have owned anything that was tax- 
able in June. In June he might hav: 
owned nontaxable stocks, which later 
had been converted into taxable bonds 


Must Have Specific Hvidence. 
“Indictments for perjury, in tax-dodg- 


ing cases, could not be based upon the 
supposition that because a man owned a 
certain amount of taxable property at 
one time, he necessarily owned it June 
1. Before an indictment could be found, 
the grand jury would have to have defi- 
nite information that an individual 
owned certain taxable property June 1. 
on which he had pot made return to 
the Assessor. 

If the grand jury undertook an in- 
vestigation now, the investigation would 
have to be upon the returns made as 
of June 1, 1914. It would be necessary 
to go back a year to find the Iidence. 

„As I said in an interview with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter several weeks 
ago, if specific evidence of tax dodging 
is brought to my attention I shall place 
it before the grand jury for investiga- 
tion. 

“The Board of Equalization would be 
in better position to find this evidence 
than any other body, because it is 
clothed with full inquisitorial powers.“ 

The Board of Equalization meets once 
a year, in March and sits for four 
weeks. It passes upon the assessments 
made by the Assessor and hears com- 
plaints from persons who think they 
have been taxed too high. It also passes 
upon the cases referred to it by the As- 
sessor, in which the Assessor believes 
that an inadequate return has been 
made.

Records Easily Available for Detection of Fraud} | 


Pointed Out in His Charge to Grand 
Jury of Carroll County. 


— 


While excuses are being offered in 
St. Louis for not proceeding against 
tax dodgers who annually are omitting 
to list for taxation millions of dollars 
of perscnal property, it is interesting to 
refer to the means adopted by Judge 
Divelbiss of Richmond, Mo., to obtain 
action against those who were evading 
personal property taxation in the 
Seventh Judicial District. 

In his charge to grand juries Judge 
Divelbiss not only instructed that in- 
quiries be conducted, but pointed out 
clearly the methods by which the in- 
formation desired could be obtained. 
He mentionéd especially the records of 
the Recorder's offices, of the Assessor's 
offices and of the banks, all available 
under subpena if not otherwise. As a 
result of his efforts 5, 000, 000 was added 
to the personal tax lists of the three 
counties in his district, after several 
prominent residents had been indicted. 

The following quotations from the 
charge of Judge Divelbiss to the grand 
jury of Carroll County outlines the 


practices of tax dodgers and means 
of reaching them which might easily be 


applied tn St. Louis. 

“IT now turn to a species of crime 
which I am told it has not been your 
custom to investigate. As to why such 
has not been your custom, I offer no 
comment. From the beginning down 
to this good hour the command to render 
unto Caesar that which is Caesar’s has 
been difficult to enforce. 


Resorted to Bank Publication. 

Confirmation of this assertion is to be 
found in the tax returns and bank state- 
ments of this and other counties of this 
judicial circuit. I have examined the 
sworn statements of your various banks. 
In an instance or two I did not have 
access to the statement itself, but re- 
sorted to the reports as published in the 
American Bank Reporter, and from 
these I found the total deposits in your 
banks by individual deposits to be §$2,- 
754, 481.20, while, according to the tax 
records of Carroll County, the total 
amount of money, notes, bonds and 
mortgages given in by the taxpayers of 
the county was $1,026,475. 

“Now, gentlemen, on its face, this in- 
dicates a deplorable state of affairs. 
Somebody, yes, many somebodies, have 
been giving in false assessment lists, 
and the law says—not I, not you, not 
the Prosecuting Attorney, but the sov- 
ereign State of Missouri says—that any- 
one making or giving any false assess- 
ment lists is guilty of perjury—a crime 


punishable by imprisonment in the peni-' 


tentiary. Some years ago the County 
Court in another county set on foot an 
investigation which disclosed that many 
notes were not being given in in that 
county; in fact, only a small fraction. 
For some reason, possibly because the 
custom of failing to give in proper lists 
had ‘become so widespread, the Countv 
Court did not press the matter to an in- 
dictment in any case, but simply con- 
tented itself with requiring the newly 
discovered notes to be listed for taxa- 
tion. 
Concezlment Schemes Invented. 

But no ooner had the effects of this 
investigation blown over than various 
schemes and devices were invented to 
hide this species of property. 

“The most common one was to loan 
the money in someone else’s name. 
Sometimes a blank would permit a pa- 
tron to take a note in its name, and 
then its officers would obligingly in- 
dorse the note over to the real owner. 
In other instances the agent making the 
loan would take the note in his name 
and then indorse it over to the real lend- 
er. An investigation of the records 


in the County Clerk’s office, the 
sesor’s office and the Recorder's 

in that county, this year showed 

one man carried this practice so far 
year that he took mortgages on real es- 
tate to the amount of $20,000, but in his 
assessment list, under oath, solemnly 
swore that his earthly possessions in 
personal property, all told, amounted to 
‘ess than $200, and when the expert's ro- 
port was filed there stood in his name, 
unsatisfied, real estate mortgages to the 
astonishing amount of $80,000. 

Now, where a person resorts to these 
practices he, of course, has a reason 
therefor. Either he owns the notes or 
he does not own them. If he does own 
them and falls to give them in, the 
law says he is guilty of perjury. If he 
does not own them in fact, but 8 
them in his own name, in order to 
able the true owner to escape just 
ation, then he is guilty of a ei 
to violate the law and defraud the State; 
and if the real owner uses this as a de- 
vice to cover up his property, and cor- 
ruptly omits these notes and mortgages 
from his tax list, the law pronounces 


him guilty of perjury. and the party | 


or agent taking these notes In his own 
name for the fraudulent and unlawful 
purpose aforesaid is equally gullty as an 
accessory to the crime. 


Detection Easy. 

“Now, gentlemen, this is a very flimsy 
device, easily detected. These notes 
are eventually paid and have to be 
released, and then it is that the 
owner usually comes from under cover, 
Also the maker of these notes has to 
make payments of interest, and by his 
testimony you will be enabled to learn 
who is the real owner. 

„Another favorite method is to take 
the notes in the names of relatives in 
distant. states. 

Now, these people that loan money 
in this way keep a bank account, and 
it will not be difficult for you to ascer- 


ptain whether they are in fact loaning 


their own money or that of thelr rela- 
tives in other states. 

“Still another method is to pretend to 
sell these notes just before the first day 
of June and then pretend to buy them 
back about the 2d or zd day of June. 

In some of our magazines you will 
notice that a few weeks prior to tax 
listing time they carry advertisements 
of “‘non-taxable securities for sale.“ The 
owner of mortgages, desiring to avoid 
taxation, will enter into communication 
with the holder of such non-taxable se- 
curities, either in person, by agent or 
through some bank, and pretend to sell 
his notes and pretend to take in ex- 
change therefor United States bonds, 
and the holder of these non-taxable se- 
curities will pretend to sell the bonds to 
the holder of these notes in payment 
therefor, and on or about the second or 
third day of June they will go through 
the sham performance of retranafering 
the bonds and notes, when, in fact, the 
notes have never left Carroll County, 
and the bonds, if they ever existed at 
all, remain, the whole of the time, in 
some bank vault in Kansas City or St. 
Louis. 

“This is a shameless makeshift and a 
miserable sham, denounced by the high- 
est courts in the land. 

“Now, gentlemen, you have access to 
the records of the recorder’s office, the 
County Clerk’s office, the various as- 
scssor’s records, as well as the banks, 
hecause they must produce them under

What it costs to buy provisions for 
the average household when the buying 
in done economically was discussed in 
the Probate Court yesterday at the 
hearing of Mrs. Laura Griswold's peti- 
tion for a year’s allowance from the 
estate of her husband, the late Joseph 
L. Griswold, proprietor of the Laclede 
Hotel. The executors of the will, Miss 
Nellie Griswold, his daughter by a 
former marriage, and Attorney John 
M. Wood, summoned witnesses to tes- 
tify in the matter. 

Mrs. Griswold said she needed $10,000 
a year for her support. Her attorney, 
Harry B. Hawes, explained to Judge 
Holtcamp she contemplated furnishing 
a home and declared she should have 
ut least $7000. 

The executors called A. C, Howard, 
former manager of the Laclede Hotel, 
who teatified that Mrs. Griswold’s meals 
when. she lived at the hotel with her 
husband did not cost more than $3 a 
day. Attorney Wood started to ask 
the witness what the raw material of 
her food cost, but Judge Holtcamp in- 
terrupted and declared he was not in- 
terested in knowing the cost of the ice 
in her glass of water and the salt and 
pepper she used. 

Several witnesses were called at the 
instance of Miss Griswold. 

$10 a Week for Small Family. 

Mrs. C. F. Cooley of 6634 Maple ave- 
nue Was put on the stand as an expert 
housekeeper. She said she thought an 
economical person with a moderate sized 
family could get along nicely with an 
outlay of not more than $10 a week for 
raw food materials. She declined to tell 
the amount of her husband’s income. 

According to the testimony of Ralph 
Smith, who keeps bachelor apartments 
at 5648 Cabanne avenue, raw materials 
cost him o a month. He has two 
servants. He did not care to state his 
income. 

Mrs. Charles P. Burr of 3223 Lafayette 
avenue testified that before the death of 
her husband a year ago she maintained 
a 10-room house, with three in the fam- 
ily, at 1609 South Grand avenue, with 
from $60 to $100 a month. She said her 
Income was about $6000 a year. 

Mrs. V. Hines, owner of a lunchroom 
at Fourth and Locust streets, testifiel 
she thought Mrs. Griswold’s food oughi. 
not to cost more than $2.50 a day. She 
said she did not think one whose in- 
come is between 36000 and $7000 a year 
should spend more than d a day for 
food. 

Mise Griswold’s Expenses. 

Miss Griswold was put on the stana 
by her stepmother’s attorney and asked 
what it cost her to live. She answerer 
that she and her own mother live at thr: 
Washington Hotel and jointly do not 
spend more than 88 a day for meals. 
Two rooms at the hotel cost $% 3 
month, she said. On leaving court Miss 
Griswold told the attorney she wanted 
her stepmother to have an ample allow- 
ance, 

The inventory of the Griswold estate 
showed persona! property appraised at 
$120,850.49 and real estate including the 
hotel site and 25 feet on Market street 
near Bixth street. According to Attor- 
ney Wood some of the stock in the per- 
sonal property listed at par is of doubt- 
ful value. It was estimated the actual 
value of the personality was about $60 - 
000. Real estate witnesses testified that 
the Market street property was worth 
about $22,000 and the hotel property from 
$308,000 to §840,000. 

Preceeding Under Old Law. 

The widow and the daughter are the 
only heirs under the will, each being 
left one-half of the personal property 
All of the realty was left to the daugh- 
ter, subject to the one-third dower in- 
terest of the widow. Mrs. Griswold has 
rejected the provisions for her in the will 
and elected to take a widow's share un- 
der the law, which will be a one-half 
interest in the whole estate. 

The hearing yesterday was based on 
an old statute which gives the widow 
the right to claim a year’s support 
while the estate Is in process of admin- 
istration. She must make affidavit that 
she has not “grain, meat and provisions 
on hand.“ The Court took the case un- 
der advisement.

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MORE INDIANA ELECTION FRAUDS. 

Grand jurors at Indianapolis find that by no 
means all. of the Indiana crimes against the 
ballot were penalized when a distinguished com- 
pany of Terre Haute citizens, including its 
Mayor, were sent to Leavenworth prison. 

Having established the fact that further crimes 
were perpetrated the grand jurors found prob- 
able cause for believing that Tom Taggart and 
127 other citizens of the State were responsible 
for them. These Indianans are now under ar 
rest. 

The offenses charged include some of the older, 
b howz forms of eleztion fraud and also disre- 
gard ‘of many of the most important and dis- 
tinctive safeguards of the Australian ballet. In 
fact, the breaking down of the Australian system 
is to be feared if the statutory requirements on 
which it rests can be violated in such a whole- 
ale manner with impunity. A connection be- 
tween the frauds at Terre Haute and those at 
the capital: is alleged and concegted action at 
these and perhaps other places for carrying. the 
election. 

At Terre Haute local officials were implicated 
to such an extent that Federal initiative was 
required to punish the criminalg. At the capital 
Indiana herself is supplying the initiative. The 
conspiracy against the will of the people appears 
to have been widespread.

It is apparent A Woman Taxpayer” does not 
know the extent and character of Miss Rum- 
bold's work as Recreation Commissioner. 

Miss Rumbold organized the first public play- 
ground in St. Louis eight years ago. Under her 
guidance, and very largely as a direct result of her 
unselfish enthusiasm for the work, St. Louis’ pub- 
lic playground system has become one of the 
largest and best in the United States. It is one 
of St. Louis’ most valuable assets as a “home 
city.” Miss Rumbold has herself won a national 
reputation as an organizer and director of play- 
grounds. She is very likely the most widely 
known public official in the service of this city. 

Today she has charge of the organized play of 
tens of thousands of children on 17 playgrounds, 
and at three swimming pools and three bath- 
houses. She is responsible for the right manage- 
ment of two public dances, seven moving picture 
shows, seven band concerts and two harbor boat 
excursions each week. 

The playgrounds are all in use from 9 a. m. to 5 
p m., many of them from 9 a. m. to 9 p. m., seven 
days a week. Each has its director and its in- 
structors, each its peculiar problems. Last sum- 
mer the attendance at the playgrounds exceeded 
2,000,000; at the swimming pools and baths,.500,- 
000. ; 

All of these varied activities Miss Rumbold per- 
sonally supervises, with unflagging energy, 
trained judgment, shrewd humor and keen enthu- 
siasm. She tries to visit each of the playgrounds 
daily; she doesn’t always make it, but she is al- 
ways in immediate touch with any recreational 
problem, arising on any of the grounds, that calls 
for quick solution. 

She knows personally more St. Louie boys uud 
girls than any other dozen persons in town—and 
she has the love and trust of thousands of them 
whom she doesn’t know personally but all of 
whom know her. Her work is pre-eminently that 
of an expert; is work that none but an expert 
could possibly do well; work that it would be 
nothing less than a crime against the children 
to commit to the hands of machine politicians. 

That is why she has absolutely refused to select 
her assistants on politic#l grounds or on any 
basis but proven efficiency and fitness, And 
that’s why some small politicians, in and out of 
the Board of Aldermen, have determined to “take 
her scalp’—to drive her out of the public service 
by refusing to pay her even half of what her work 
is worth to the city.

What Causes Diphtheria. 


OR years diphtheria was thought 
to. be caused by bad sewage or 
foul gases, but shortly after the 

Columbus-like discovery by Robert Kent 
of the new continent of bacteriology, 
the germ which causes diphtheria was 
found and studied. 

In 1888 two German scientists, Klebs 
and Loffler, isolated this germ, since 
known as the Krebs-Loffler bacillus. 
Instead of getting into the blood, like 
many other disease germs, this one 
limits its growth and work to a small 
part of the body—the surface of the 
throat. 

Its fatal results upon the body are 
produced not by the entrance of the 
germs themselves into the blood, but by 
the absorption of the toxins or poisons 
produced by them on the wet surface 
of the throat. Without doubt diphtheria 
has always existed under such names 
as the black death and ulcer of the 
throat. Today an antitoxin has been 
found which, used in time, acts as an 
antidote. 

This brings us face to face with the 
fact that the cure of diphtheria, as with 
tuberculosis, is early recognition. Just 
as the germ of tuberculosis seizes its 
victim by the lungs (oftenest), and the 
typhoid germ attacks the bowels, 
diphtheria germs, entering through the
